Church: Books Open 



Members of the Virginia State 
Division of Corrections were 
in Virginia Beach during the 
past week to Inspect the city 
jail, as recently requested by 
City Sgt. John E. Marr. 

Marr asked for the inspect- 
ion in the midst of a public 
controversy which followed the 
discovery of weapons in the con- 
fines of the maximum security 
Section of the jail and the sub- 
sequent escape of three inmates 
after they overpowered a jail- 
er, locked him in a cell and 
fled with a complete set of 
keys to the jail. 

When questioned about the 
outcome of the inspe6tion Marr 
told the VlMmiA BEACH SUN 
the inspectors discussed the 
•situation with him and inspected 
the physical aspects of the jail, 
but as yet have not made any 
recommendations to him re- 
garding any changes in the oper- 
ation of the jail. Marr said he 
had not been told wbea he might 
expect word from the inspectors 
on their findings or possible 
recommendations. 

Reliable sources have also 



told the SUN the inspectors met 
with members of the Virginia 
Beach Commonwealth's Att- 
orney office in discussing the 
situation, but no word has been 
released on these discussions. 

These same sources have 
also told the SUN the inspect- 
ors made visits to the 2nd Pol- 
ice Precinct on Arctic Avenue 
in the Beach Borough and 3rd 
Police Precinct on Indepen- 
dence Blvd. in the Bayside Bor- 
ough. Each contain cell blocks 
for temporary confinement of 
persons ctuirged with vio- 
lations. Indications are that 
these inspections resulted in the 
finding of minor discrepancies 
which have been corrected. 

Meanwhile members of the 
Virginia Beach Police Depart- 
ment are continuing their in- 
vestigation of any possible 
breach of security at the city 
jail. The results of this in- 
vestigation are expected to be 
forwarded to the Common- 
wealth's Attorney office where 
charges could be filed if the 
results of the investigation 
deem such action necessary. 



Brief Meeting Considers 
Wide Variety^ of Business 



City Council hdd Its shortest 
informal meeting in many 
months Tuesday ,T)ut next week's 
replar meeting at City Hall 
does not proniise such luxury. 

The informal meeting was be- 
gun T)y City Manager Roger M. 
Scott who informed Council of- 
ficially of a letter from Virginia 
Atty. Gen. Robert Y. Button 
regarding the 1968 Freedom of 
Information Law. 

He said the opinion had been 
sent upon request to Del. Ken- 
neth Whitehurst, Jr. regarding 
attoidance of the press in in- 
formal meetings. 

According to Scott the Button 



opinion noted that in informal 
meetings such as a staff brief- 
ing where there is no clerk 
or roll call and where no of- 
ficial action can be taken, the 
press need not be included under 
provisions of the new law. 

Virginia Beach City Council 
and other official bodies took a 
lead in Tidewater and in Vir- 
ginia immediately after Scott 
took office on July 1 by opening 
all its meetings to the press. 
At that time Scott offered news 
men the opportunity to remain 
in the ii^ormal meetings at all 
times regardless of subject 
matter, such as* personnel ap- 



pointments, real estate trans- 
actions, legal suits and the like, 
but with the stipulation that 
those items that could prejudice 
action by the city not be re- 
ported. 

After discussion it was the 
majority opinion of newsmen 
to exclude themselves from such 
matters. Since that time a num- 
ber of matters discussed in 
the closed portions of the in- 
formal meetings have been pre- 
maturely released to Norfolk 
reporters by individual council- 
men, and in one instance has 
been known, to prejudice an 
important Personnel appoint-

The Labor Day weekend has 
come and gone, and with It has 
come the official end of the 
summer resort season in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

For a season which was mar- 
ked by excellent and warm wea- 
ther, the cool, windy weekend 
was a bitter pill for some to 
swallow. Most of the hotel and 
motel rooms were filled Sat- 
urday night, according to Char- 
les Gardner, operator of the 
Washington Club Inn and pres- 
ident of the Virginia Beach 
Innkeepers Association. 

"But the, cool weather all 
week kept everybody from fill- 
ing up Friday or Sunday night," 
he s^. 

Gai-dner said Labor Day is 
really more of a local holiday 
anyway, since so many people 
are staying home getting the 
children ready for school, rath- 
er than having one last fling. 

Scott Sterling, former pres- 
ident of the Innkeepers and op- 
erator of the Princess Anne 
Inn, said he thought the weather 
may have hurt the beach some- 
what, but not in any serious 
way. 

"It was an excellent week- 
end for us," he said, ".... 
strong all the way." 

Both Sterling and Gardner 
called the 1968 summer season 
"excellent", and both said this 
was undoubtedly the best sea- 
son to date here. 

While Sterling pointed to tax 
figures that show receipts up 
about 30 per cent, Gardner 
pointed to the additional acc- 
cmimodations and higher prices 
as well. His 20 per cent increase 
was a bit more conservative. 

"But evk ten to 15 per cent 
would be excellent," he added.

That comment came from 
Kellam immediately following 
his return from Chicago and Uie 
party's national convention 
which saw the nomination of 
Vice Pres. Hubert Humphrey 
for president and Sen. Edmund 
Muskie for vice president. 

On the turbulence that mar- 
ked the city of Chicago during 
the convention Kellam said he 
thought Mayor Daley had done a 
fine job df protecting the people 
who had come to Chicago from 
all the ^states in the Union. 

"There was a determined 
element that came to Chicago 
probably with the Idea of taking 
over the city and ruining the 
convention," said Kellam, "And 
Mayor Daley controlled them. 
That's all." . 

Kellam added that the police 
and the general populace of 
Chicago had been as courteous 
as possible to him and to all the 
delegates, and that television 
viewers knew more of the dis- 
turbances than the convention- 
eers. 

"All the ruckus was over by 
Grant Park and by the Statler 
Hilton Hotel," he added. "If 
you didn't go there, you wouldn't 
know what was happening with- 
out newspapers and TV." 
"^4$ellam said the entire matter 
was blown far out of proportion 
by the news media. 

Regarding charges of police 
brutality and overzealousness, 
Kellam said that in a police 
force the size of the one In 
Chicago when Its officers were 
being constantly attacked there 
was a possibility that Individual 
men could be a "little rougher 
than they ought to be," but 
he added that he knew of no par- 
ticular incidents. 

He admitted that the dlstur-. 
bances on the outside of the 
convention and those inside hurt 
the image of the convention but 
said he could not predict the 
outcome in November based on 
that. 

"Many of those who came to 
Chicago to create a disturbance 
were dedicated to a position," 
said Kellam, "but the great 
majority were simply rabble 
rousers." 

Kellam said he voted for the 
majwity report on the Vietnam 
plank, which was carried by a 
Urge majority.

le bombing, giv- 
ing no air support for the 
troops," he said. "If and when 
we stop all bombing we ought 
to bring the boys home." 

The Virginia delegation sup- 
ported both party nominees, 
and Kellam said that although 
he did not know Muskie well 
he seemed a very capable man.

"Basically there were sev- 
eral delegations In there from 
several states that came as 
protestors,' said Kellam. "They 
protested everything that took 
place at the convention. If those 
six or seven States had worked 
in harmony instead of protesting 
everything we wouldn't have 
had any problems." 

He added that both nominees 
were overwhelmingly nomina- 
ted by the party In spite of 
the protestors. 

He said Humphrey is trying 
for unity In the party and in 
the country and he sees.^that 
as the nominee's biggest task. 

There Is no word so far on 
who will manage the Demo- 
cratic campaign In Virginia this 
fall. In 1964 Kellam managed 
the successful Johnson cam- 
paign, following three consecu-

In his last convention op Dem- 
ocratic Nt^tional Committeeman 
before retiring Kellam served 
on the credentials committee 
in Chicago and he noted that 
the convention basically backed 
the report of the credentials 
committee on all delegations. 
He said the committee tried 
to head off any protesting by 
seating delegates that had never 
Deen seated before. 

In the final caucus of the 
Virginia delegation a resolution 
was passed unanimously ''ex- 
tolling the Honorable Sidney S. 
Kellam" who always "... ex- 
emplified a loyalty and devotion 
tb the precepts and principles 
of the Democratic Party on 
national, state, local and politi- 
cal levels". 

The resolution went on to say 
Uiat he Jiad served the people 
of Virginia as national com- 
mitteeman for the party with 
"dignity and distinction and de* 
votion." It praised his willing- 
ness to serve and to give help 
and assistance to all. 

"His absence from Jthe na- 
tional council will be sorely 
missed," said the resolution.

Building 
Maintains 
High Pace 

Barring any unforseen cir- 
cumstances 1968 should still be 
a record year in Virginia Beach 
for the building industry. The 
total of all permits through, 
August was $44,517,594. 

That figure is more than $14 
million ahead of the 1967 total 
of $30,345,142. The August 1968 
total was $5,751,715, 

The record year so far in 
Virginia Beach was 1965 when 
the total through August stood 
at $48,737,326, but it was in 
August 1965 that more Qian $11 
million in building permits were 
issued. Included in that total 
was Pembroke Mall Shopping 
Center and part of Princess 
Anne Plaza Shopping Center, 

Building officials now expect 
the rest of 1968 to coitflnue good 
and to surpass the 1965 total. 
After August 1965 the value of 
permits went down each month 
to below $4 million. The 1968 
pace has been steady and a 
large number of high value per- 
mits are still expected to be ' 
issued before the year is over. 

Residential construction, 
\xAh single and mttltl|de hous- 
ing units, have ocH^limied to 
account for a large part of tte 
yearly activity.

Lt. Charles H. Payne, att- 
ached to the 2nd Police Pre- 
cinct in the Virginia Beach 
Borougti, Is attending a nine 
month Traffic Police Admin- 
istration Training Program at 
the Traffic Institute, Northwes- 
tern University, Evanston, 111. 
Recognized nationally as one 
of the most comprehensive 
training programs for police 
administrators the course con- 
sists of a variety of subjects, 
including: police administra- 
'tlon^ personnel supervision, 
management, public speaking, 
English, and police mathemat- 
ics. 

Lt. Payne is the only Vir- 
ginia police officer in the class 
of 55 officers from 22 states, 
Canada, the Republic of South 
Africa, Jamaica and South Am- 
erica. He was selected to att- 
end the course from a field 
of 295 applicants. 

Lt. C.W. Simmons, attached 
to the CJietectlve Bureau in ppl- 
ice headquartiers at Princess 
Anne Courtlrause, is attending 
a 12-week training course at 
the Southern Police Institute 
of the University of Louisville, 
Ky. The program includes study 
in such subjects as police ad- 
ministration, police personnel 
management. Constitutional 
law, and psychology. Lt. Sim- 
mons Is the only Virginia pol- 
ice officer in the present class 
which is composed of 62 police 
officers from 30 states.

Green Run 
Cited by 
Publication 

The planned community of 
Green Run was cited in the 
August edftlon of the National 
Homebuilders Mapzine. Green 
Run i5 supposed to have model 
houses up by late fall. 

The "street^less" community 
is located between Holland and 
Princ?§S Anne Roads (east and 
west) and between Independence 
Blvd. (when it Is extended) and 
Ljpinhaven Road (north and 
south)» The 1,000 acre area 
will have mall type areas be- 
tween each housing district so 
that no streets will have to be 
crossed to reach the schools 
and shoeing centers located in 
th« middle of the four circles 
of Green Run, 

Roads and drainage canals are 
\mder construction at this time. 
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Barring any additional com- 
plications, road work In the 
center of KempsviUe should 
begin about the first of the 
year. The project which calls 
for the widening of KempsviUe 
and Princess Anne Roads has 
been in the planning stages for 
some time. 

About $2.5 million has been 
set aside for the project from 
bond funds* City and state of- 
ficials met recently to discuss 
changes in the proposed road- 
ways. Those changes are now 
being incorporated into the 
plans by the planning division 
of the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Among those attending the 
meeting were representatives 
from City Council, the School 
Board and the city's real estate 
department. 

Several objections had beeti 
raised to the raised median 
strips though the established 
business areas of both roads. 
It was agreed that part of the 
medians may be removed in 
those areas so that the normal 
traffic flow will not be obstru- 
cted. 

In addition there was concern 
among school officials that 
crossing the widened road from 
Kemp's Landing School to an 
athletic field would be a prob- 
lem. It was agreed to add a 
pedestrian crosswallc and traf- 
fic light to ease this situation. 

All the changes in the plans 



can be made with little diff- 
iculty, according to city off- 
icials, and the work will still 
be able to start on time. 

Building 
Should Be 
Completed? 

"I don't kiww when we'll be 
in it," said City Manager Roger 
M. Scott answering thequestion 
of whai tjie city government will 
be moving Into the new Admin- 
istration Building. 

Contract for completion of the 
$1.3 million building calls for 
completion by Sept. 17. In July, 
general contractor W.B. Mere- 
dith asked for a 164-day exten- 
tion to be added to the 330-day 
completion date. That would 
bring the opening time to Feb. 
15. Meredith cited bad weather, 
architectural changes and three 
strikes as reasons for the ex- 
tention. 

Architect John S. Waller was 
called in to review the request, 
and he said the work could be 
done In 59 days, bringing the 
opening to Nov. 15. Meredith 
said that the 59 -day extention 
was "unrealistic." 

"It cannot possibly be com- 
pleted by Nov. 15. Possibly by 
the first of the year . . . with no 
more delays."

The day has finally come. 
Mothers will breatl)e a.si^ 
of relief. The kids 'will pro- 
test mildly about having to get 
up so early and having to wash 
so carefully behind the ears. 
And the school officials will 
begin the official juggMng of 
classes to meet the approxi- 
mately 41,500 students who will 
arrive in school tomorrow. 
While an army of new schools, 
elementary and secondary, con- 
tinue to be built in time fof 
the 1969-70 school year, the 
old ones and the just completed 
ones will open their doors to 
the students tomorrow for a- 
nother 180 school days. 
About 3,000 more students than 
attended Virginia Beach schools 
last year will show up for the 



first day of classes tomorrow. 
Last year there were 38,653, 
Of those, there were 13,021 in 
secondary schools and 
25,632 in elementary schools. 
This year 14,582 are expected in 
secondary schools with about 
26,936 in the early grades. 
The actual pmint will be made 
next Wednesday, but school of- 



ficials say they think they are 
just about right, based on pre- 
registration. 

The schools opened for teach- 
ers and administrators Tues- 
day. Since that time, schedul- 
ing ,' orientation and planning 
have occupied them. That 
changes tomorrow.

the Marshall-Wythe School of 
Law; Roy C. Herrenkohl, Roa- 
noke; John D. Button, Suffolk;

Meanwhile conflict of interest 
matters in Tidewater are gen- 
erally quiet except for a pending 
suif filed by Virginia Beach 
Commonwealth's Attorney An- 
dre Evans against former police 
and Trail Board chairman Rich- 
are Holland. Evans is seeking 
to recover funds that he says 
Holland's firm obtained illegally 
from the city because Holland 
was a member of a city board. 
In Norfolk however CityAtty. 
Leonard H. Davis has differed 
sharply with the interpretation 
of the conflict of interest law 
by Atty. General Robert Y. 
Button. 

Davis says the law does not 
apply to most nonpaid members 
of l^orfolk's boards and com- i 
missions. He had been directed 
by that city's City Council to 
examine the law and make 
recommendations to Council. 
Davis said he plans to attend 
the Richmond meeting. 

Editorially a Norfolk news- 
paper has done an about face 
on conflict of interest matters. 
While calling for probes and 
investigations when the matter 
was confined to Virginia Beach, 
the same paper now backs up 
Davis and calls his approach 
"common sense." 

Where individuals In Virginia 
Beach were severely questioned 
in the past by that newspaper, 
editorially the stand on indi- 
viduals in Norfolk says, "... 
and the kws shouldn't be read 
so strictly thai they deny en- 
tirely Innocent public service." 

Evans has also indicated ear- 
lier that he plans to attend the 
Richmond hearing. Findings of 
the commission will be reported 
to the governor, most likely 
for action at a special session 
of the legislature in January.

School Supt. E. E. Brlckell, 
las been informed that Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools' ap- 
plication for support imder Title 
I of the Elementary and Secon- 
cbry Act fur Fiscal 1968-69, 
Titled "Bridging the Gap" has 
been appruved for full State 
support. 

The total amouirt of the ap- 
proved project was $433,662.67. 
Included in the allottment were 
Funds established tac 21 cul- 
turally deprived schools with 
a total enrollment of 21,364 
children. Also approved under 
this applicatioHj is the estab- 
lishing of two kindergarten 
classes at Seatack Elementary 
Schools. 

Early elementary, later ele- 
mentary and secondary reading, 
speech, art music, health, 
special education and cultural 
actlviti« will be m-ovided for 
deprived children, who are ec- 
onomically, culturally and edu- 
cationally disadvantaged. 

One of the major areas of 
concentration will be in the 
field of reading, where a read- 
ing coordinator, two reading 
teachers, a visually impaired 
coordinating teacher, apsycho- 
metrist and a curriculum co- 
ordinator will enrich the pro- 
gram,, A cultural enrichment 
coordinator will coordinate en- 
richment through a program 
of field trips to visit historical 
and cultural points of interest. 
Twelve teachers of special 
education have been employed 
under the program, along with 
four speech therapists, and four 
art teachers. The goal of this 
staff Is to bring the student

are about 15 babies 
a few older children. 
This afternoon there may be 
more or possibly less. They are 
living in foster homes, but tom- 
orrow night they might be sleep- 
ing in beds that will be theirs 
for many years to come. They 
may or may not have ever seen 
their parents, and some of their 
parents could have cared less. 

The Welfare Department of 
Virginia Beach gets approxima- 
tely 90 per cent of their adopt- 
ive children from unwed 
mothers who either live in the 
city or have come to Virginia 
Beach to have their children and 
put them up for adoption. Small- 
er percentages of adoptive 
children come from broken 
homes and some are legitimate 
children whose parents are un- 
able to keep them for a num- 
eirbus amount of reasons. 

"Currently," according to 
Mrs. Reba H. Hicks, Child Wel- 
fare Superintendent, "the child- 
ren who are up for adoption 
range in age from infancy to 
seven or eight years." She 
continued, "We try to place the 
children as early as possible. 
Some have already been placed 
before we get tfiem. Infant plac- 
ing takes anywhere from three 
weeks to two months." 

What does this thing called 
"placing" entail? When does 
the whole thing start? 



Their income is not impor- 
tant—we have no minimum 
rate. What is important is how 
they plan and use their money. 
There isn't any housing regu- 
lation, only that the child has 
a room to itself as it grows 
•"up." \ 

"Then one of our case work- 
ers conducts an adoptive home 
study into the family's back- 
ground. The more we know 
about them, the better we can 
place the correct child with 
them." 

The next step in the pro- 
cedure is a "visit" with the 
child. After the prospective 
parents meet the child, they 
are given as many days as they 
wish to make up their mirxls 
If they think he is the right 
child for them. "If the child 
is older, we encourage many 
visits so that both the parents 
and the child feel comfortable 
together," Mrs. Hicks added. 

There are tw8 different types 
of adoptive agencies; The first 
is called Agency Placement. 
This is connected directly with 
the Welfare Department, or 
Child and Family Service agen- 
cies. 

The second type are the in- 
dependent adoptive agencies. 
"In this sort of arrangement, 
the mother has the right to 
make the placement. This some- 
times does not prove success- 
ful, because emotional feelings

who are Interested in helping 
the children. They submit an 
application to the Welfare Bur- 
eau and we conduct a home 
study. When the children are 
put in the foster homes, they, 
attend public schools, go to 
church and enjoy vacations untj 
we can put them with a 
manent family." 

Mts. Hicks continued, "It de- 
pends upon the particular case 
as to how long a child is kept 
in a foster honie. Court cases 
arise, and not all children are 
really good adoptive material. 
We try to find them homes with 
relatives, and if the child is 
from a broken <ih6m%, many 
times he is re-united with a par- 
ent who can prove to us that he 
is now capable of rearing a child 
in a correct manner." 

What does a couple have to do 
to be eligible for the adoption 
of a child? "First," said Mrs. 
Hikes, "they both must undergo 
a medical examination which 
proves them incapable, for one 
reason or another, of hayipg 
natural children of their own. 
Then we check their maturity 
as individuals and compatability 
as a couple. We try to find peo- 
ple who have an abundancy of 
love and warmth that they can 
share with a child. 



instead of putting him up for 
.adoption. Then both mother and 
child are reared as siblings." 
Five years ago, a single per- 
son trying to adopt a child was 
unheard of. Now, times have 
changed, and the single mother 
or father is becoming more 
prevelant. First started in Cali- 
fornia, this new phase of adop- 
tion is reaching out to all cities. 
What does Virginia Beach plan 
to do? "We have not received 
any single agppUcants as of yet. 
I really don't know what we will 
do. The agency has been doing 
research ' into the matter, but 
it depends a great deal upon 
the individual."

The vote was expected since 
a majority of the voters are 
employed Sat the Homestead. But 
there was surprising strength 
In favor of the option in areas 
where men of the cloth had 
campaigned vigorously against 
demon rum. 

Liquor has been with us for 
some time. Finally Virginians 
are being given the right to 
vote on whether they want It 
in their individual localities 
In the larger hotels and rest- 
aurants. And Bath County resi- 
dents have proved they wanted 
that right, the one that took so 
many years to get. 
But we must not be lulled into 



a sense of complacency here in 
Virginia Beach by the over- 
whelming Bath County vote. We 
mu:3t be ready to fight off all 
opposition in our own referen-^ 
dum in November even If bol- 
stered by the first victory. The 
cocktail before dinner Is a must 
to the nornKil growth of the 
resort, as well as a perfectly 
legitimate request for the resi- 
dents. 

If any real opposition app- 
ears, It will most likely come 
on moral grounds by those who 
are near-fanatical on the sub- 
ject.

INew Public SchoolsFacesi 

The following special report was issued by the Information Office (rf the University of Virginia 
in Charlottesville. It is reprinted from the NEWS REPORT FROM THE UNIVERSITY, and deals 
with a critical problem qf the state's public schools, beginning anew with this fall term. 



With the opening of schools In Virginia, 
there is hardly a community without crowded 
classrooms although there has been an ex- 
tensive school construction program in many 
State localities. The rapid growth in Virginia's 
population has been much faster than the 
State's ability to cope with it, many officials 
agree. , 

But aside from the new faces appearing 
in classrooms throughout Virginia that are 
the product of a booming population, there are 
some other new faces in school. They belong 
to the youngsters who might not otherwise 
be there if it were not for the State's new 
compulsory attendance law enacted by the 1968 
General Jlssembly applying to children from 
ages six through 17. 

The new law was one of many affecting 
cities, counties and towns enacted by the 
legislature and cited at the recent meeting 
of the Local Government Officials' Conference 
at the University of Virginia. 

Outlining accomplishments of the 1968 As- 
sembly, C. F. Hicks, counsel for the Virginia 
Association of Counties, noted that while many 
bills in the legislature passed with relative 
ease, it took considerable effort to bring 
about passage of the school bill. 

Hicks told a session of4he conference, 
attended by some 700 officials from localities 
throughout the State, that "I am embarrassed 
to admit that we had a much more difficult 
time getting the compulsory attendance law 
put back on the books in Virginia than we did 
in getting legislation to have local option on 
liquor by the drink, or to have a referendum 



on the issuance of State bonds (for hospitals 
and educational Institutions). 

"Unfortunately," Hicks said, "there are 
still people in Virginia who believe that if 
a child does not want to go to school, or his 
parents do not make him go to school, then 
society has no right to make that child go to 
school." 

While the compulsory attendance law was 
a major act In behalf of education in Vlrginlii, 
there is still much to be done to improve 
public education. Hicks emphasized. 

One step that the Virginia Association at 
Counties suggests be included in any revision 
of the State Constitutira Is that the public 
schools be a Jointly-financed school system. 
To carry out this measure, Hicks said the 
association recommends to the Commission 
for Revision of the Constitutioj "ttait the 
General Assembly may, by general law, re- 
quire localities to provide a fbir amount of 
support fbr public schools, based on a formula 
which is uniform in its abdication thrdughout 
the State." This formula would take into 
consideration Qie total tax revenues available 
to a particular locality, not just tax revenues 
available from real property tax. 

"The General Assembly should be required 
to provide such additional sums as are neces- 
sary to finance a truly efficient system of 
public schools throughout the State," HidoB 
said, "so that every diild ia Virginia, whether 
he lives in a poor rural county, or a wealthy 
suburban county or city, or in the heart of 
a city, shall have equal onortunlty to obtain 
an adequate education."

Most of today's favorite 
games trace tlM^ w^ tiackto 
antiquity. r_ 

Checkers, for instance, was 
[dayed in Egypt in the days <tf 
Uie early PIvaraohs, and the 
boards used then were quite 
similar to those we use today. 
The game— known as draughts 
in Englanl— is popular in every 
English-speaking country and 
has a number of global varia- 
tions including Spanish Check- 
ers and Turkish Checkers.

Winter months often see an 
upsurge in game pitying. Early 
man, when he felt sociable and 
wanted a game break, had to 
use sticks, stones and carvings. 
Luckily, today's equipment is 
colorful, not costly, ami widely 
available at local stores.

Before we discuss some of 
the interesting new daffodils 
and tulips, let's consider the 
planting operattoh. All spring 
flowering bulbs should be plan- 
ted in well-drained soil. They 
need a good moisture supply 
during the growing season, but 
they will rot if the ground 
stays wet for Idng periods.

Do not use fertilizer in the 
hole or furrow when planting 
bulbs.

To promote vigorous, 
growth, mix four pounds of 
5-10-5 fertiliser with the soil 
in each 100 square feet of bed, 
or two pounds with each 25 
feet of row. Be sure to mix 
this thoroughly with the soil. 
After planting apply' half the 
above amount on top of the 
ground and rake it into the sur- 
face soil. 

Buy only high quality bulbs 
from a reliable sotfrce. Cheap^ 
bulbs may be pf poor quality 
and inferior varieties. Small 
bulbs produce small blooms. 
High quality U. S. bulbs are 
just as good as those from 



foreip sources. 

Daffodils are probably the 
m<Mt useful and d^)endable of 
spring flowering bulbs. Varie- 
ties are now available which 
range in height from about ftxir 
to 20 inch^. Some erf the dwarf 
daffodils may be used, like cro- 
cus in the shrub or border 
planting. The taller varieties 
may be used for mass dis- 
play in beds, naturalizing or 
for cut flowers in the home. 

Everyone seems to have tht 
large trumpet -type daffodils 
which are certainly worthy of 
their popularity. Add variety 
to your collection by planting 
some of the fragrant cluster- 
flowered Tazetta types. They 
will bring the smell of Spring 
freshness into your home when 
they are used in arrangements.

Autumn is one of the best 
times of year for renovating 
your lawn if this has reached 
the point of necessity. If less 
than 50 per cent of the lawn 
consists of desirable grasses, 
it is usually best to get rid 
of all the grasses, prepare a 
new seedbed, and plant new 
grass. ^ 

For fall planting, you can use 
Kentucky 31 fescue as your 
permanent grass. When this is 
used, it should be seeded at 
a. heavy rate (6 lbs. per 1000 
sq. ft.) to avoid dumpiness. 

If, however, you prefer one 
of the warm season grasses 
such as bermuda grass, you 
will need to seed your lawn 
with rye grass this fall at about 
three to Ave pounds of seed 
per 1000 sq. ft., and then plant 
your permanent warm season 
gr^s next spring.

Norfolk Goes Own Way on Airport Plans 



Disregai 'ing any recommen- 
dations fro n the Southeastern 
Virginia Regional Planning 
Commissioi., the Norfolk Port 
and Industrial Authority has 
apparently decided to go it alone 
on an airport. 

The SVRPC heard a report 
at its recent meeting that reco- 
mnvended the study of regional 
needs of the area fr^m Suffolk 
to the sea where ah airport 
or airports are concerned. Ilie 
majpr recommendation was that 
a study be made by all areas 
inv(4ved with an eye toward 
a totally new airport centrally 
lodted to meet all needs. The 
need for expansion of Norfolk 



Municipal Airport,however, was 
not ruled out since it is general- 
ly accepted that some type of 
expansion is needed there to 
meet future needs.

Old Landmark Finds New Home 



City Council Monday iiqiroved 
on second reading aequisidon 
of 11 additional tracti of Itod 
in the City Hall area for future 
municipal expansion. At the 
same time Council okayed a 
request for die nearly 100-year 
old Princess Anne Masonic 
Lodge buikling to be moved 
out of the Courthouse complex 
to a site a little over a mile 
away on Princess Anne Road, 

The lodge, on which members 
earlier idiought they held a 9d- 
year, $^-a year IfMse became 
the center of controversy when, 
no lease! could be found any- 
where and the lodge was asked 
were ew^ded while the mem- 
bers looked for a new site near- 
by. The final deadline was to 
have passed yesterday, 
to move. Earlier deadlines 

Since time was an important 
factor. the building was moved 
Monday morning at 6 a.m., 
some seven hours before Coun- 
cil approved the moving. All 
traffic was stopped in die area 
for about 45 minutes while the 
move was accomplished. 

Councilman Curtis Payne, 
head of the Council building 
committee and a member of 
the lodge, said the move cost 
about $20,000, ipcli^liiig the cost 
of the new site and the $4,000 
paid to Enpvti Moving and 
Shorii^ Co. for die move. 

The old building has had its 
imiblems before. It originally 
stood almost directly in front 
al die courthouse until ttie 
1930's whoi it was moved for 
aesthetic reasons. 

This time th>, buikling had 



been jacked up and \t1ieels 
placed under it ready for the 
move during the weekend. 
Monday morning, the actual 
move was accomplished without 
incident and widi a police 
escort. 

Joe Matylko, part owner of 
the moving company, sals there 
were no problems in the move. 

He said, "Wi^ had planned 
for it, and including the pre- 
peration wofk and the work 
on a new foundation, the whole 
thing won't take a week." 

He noted that the 38-foot tall 
structure moved well and that 
no structural cracks were found 
later. He said a few hairline 
cracks were found in the plaster 
but these may have been there 
before. He also noted that this 
was the tallest structure his 
company had ever moved. 

The lodge is now placed In 
a unique position. It must ap- 
ply for a use permit to hold 
lodge meetings at its new site 
and die matter must be 
an>roved t^ the planning comm- 
ission and Citv Council. Ad- 
jacent property owners .re- 
portedly are not opposed. 

Anodier building in the area 
is still under discussion, but 
City Council apparently has no 
direct say in the matter. The 
new city administration will not 
be ready by die Nov. 16 deadline 
set up l^ architect John Waller, 
and an additional extenaion has 
been applied for by die contrac- 
tor W, B, Meredith U, Inc., 
would put the completion about 
50 per cent later dian die S^.

A number of school 
systems which educate a large 
enrollment of military and fed- 
eral dependents have been in a 
quaiKiary since the funds they 
were expecting were held up. 
The funds had been budgeted by 
the systems. 

The loss of the funds of the 
past fiscal year, in Tidewater, 
and especially in Virginia 
Beach, would cause a great 
hardship in coming up with 
the extra money, according to 
school officials. If the funds 
are withheld, Virginia Beach 
would lose $963,721, Expected 
money from Impact funds in 
the present fiscal year is also 
still in doubt, but Virginia 
Beach school officials say they 
are still hoping for a satis- 
factory conclusion to the mat- 
ter. 

After the funds were again 
frozen before the Congressional 
recess, an emergency measure 
was passed allowing a deadline 
extension on releaseof the funds 
and just after the recess the 
Senate gave the funds a vote of 
confidence by adding enough 
to an appropriations bill to 
cover the impact funds and- 
earmarking the funds for that 
purpose. The move was con- 
sidered a form of protest to the 
Presided. 

Still the matter must be 

h passed by the House and signed 
by the president. Then there is 
no law which says the Presl- 
l|ent must spend the appropria- 
tions. He can again freeze the 
funds, but Ih so doing may lose 
an appropriation he wants badly.

Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans has told the SUN 
be and his investigators are now 
studying evidence presented 
them by the police to determine 
what the next step might be in 
the investigation.

The men were identified as 
Leroy Boone, Elton Askew, and 
Cleveland McKinley Davis. 
Boone, who is'descrlbed as 20, 
six feet tall, 230 pounds, brown 
eyes and dark hair, was in 
custody awaiting a hearing on 
an appeal of a life sentence 
following his conviction of rob- 
bery. 

Askew, described as 27, five 
feet, 11 inches tall, 160 pounds, 
brown eyes and dark hair, had 
recently been returned from the 
State penitentiary on a writ , 
for a new trial following his 
conviction of burglary. 

Davis, described as 26, six 
feet tall, 195 pounds, brown 
£yes and dark hair, was await* 
ing trial on indictments on five 
counts of armed robbery. 

Officials of the Norfolk FBI 
Office told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN that the Virginia Beach 
Police Department and Com- 
monwealth's Attorney office re- 
quested FBI assistance through 
the U. S. Attorney's office on 
the supposition the men had 
crossed a state boundary line 
in their flight. A complaint was 
filed with U. S. Commissioner 
Gilbert Swink and warrants were 
issued, which charged the men 
with unlawful flight. 

At the time of their escape 
authorities said the men were 
not believed to have been armed, 
but newly bleased Information 
adds thai Leroy, Boone should 
be considered "extremely dan- 
gerous", while Cleveland Davis 
is to be considered "dan- 
gerous".

ing progr^s being made on lo- 
cating a general aviation airport 
in Virginia Beach. 

The Virginia Beach Comm- 
ittee members present, Jimmy 
Sadler, AlbinMailhesandBrad- 
shaw Pulley, were told by Col. 
Vincent A. Carson, who is pre- 
sently the manager of Newark, 
N.J. airport, that the comm- 
ittee's prime choice for the 
fields' location is apparently 
a good one. That site is on a 
portion of Seashore State Park 
wWch borders on Broad Bay 
and is reportedly acceptable to 
officials at Fort Story. 

According to committee

An application by] Herbert 
Kramer for 460 townhwises A 
toe intersection (rf Baker and 
Newtown Roads deferred unttl 
toe matter of a school dte in 
toe area could be settled, was 
also approved, as was an ex- 
cavated lake for toe develop- 
ment. The project had be«} held 
up pcaxling toe location of a site H 
for toe elementary school out- 
side toe proposed complex at 
a cheaper price per acre than 
Kramer had offered to sell 
property to the city inside toe 
area. Kramer offered, to sell 
for $7,000 an acre, or about 
$2,000 less than he said he 
paid, but School Supt. E. E. 
Brickell said toe prtce was 
still too hig^. He Informed Kra- 
mer that his objection to toe 
development had been removed 
by toe finding of a nearby site 
for $5,000 an acre. Council toen 
approved toe complex. 

A use permit was granted for ^ 
toe construction of toe new ■• 
Bayside Junior High School at 
Newtown and Sullivan Roads. 
The school is expected to open 
a year from now at the same 
time the Plaza Junior High, 
already under construction, will 
also open. 

Approval was given? to thie 
Rehoboth Baptist Church for a 
new church on Birdneck Road, 
and construction is expected to 
begin immediately. 

Council also rezoned all agri- 
cultural unrestricted land in 
Pungo, Blackwater and Princess 
Anne boroughs to agricultural 
restricted in order to guarantee , 
better control of what is later 
placed on that land and to keep 
out undesirable use d toe IjukJ. 

Another application of Ci^ 
Council did not fare as well, 
and the matter was deferred 
for 30 days. Council had sought 
to rezone land near Point O'View 
subdivision for industrial use. 
The 60-acl"e tract is bounded 
on two sides by the toll road 
and railroad tracks at the Nor- 
folk City limits. The property 
extends eastward into Virginia 
Beach. 

Some 355 persons signed pe- 
titions opposing the action be- 
cause of toe fear of "looking 
into a bunch of smokestacks." 
While they were assured the 
property would not lend itself 
to this type of Industry anyway 
and that toe land had been ear- 
marked for industrial use be-^ 
fore the subdivision ha^'beea 
built; the matter was still de- 
ferred to work out toe problems 
since Councilmen first. h@urd 
the opposition on the day of 
toe meeting. . 

Other rezoning for industrial m) 
use also ran into trouble. TTie 
application by William P. Ober- 
ndorfer for rezoning to indus- 
trial on land south of Baxter 
Road near Holland Road was 
recommended foi- denial by the 
planning commission, but was 
sent back to the commission 
for further study in light of 
additional information. . 

The applicant pointed out that 
adjacent property he owned had 
already been zoned for this use 
and this tract was withheld until 
toe location of Independence 
Blvd. could be ascertained. This 
has now been done, according 
to toe aK)licant and city sources. 
His attorney noted that his client 
had given the land necessary 
for this and her road through 
toe property. Approval is ex- 
pected at the next meeting. 

An additional industrial zoning 
matter in the vicinity of toe 
Virginia Beach Industrial Park 
at Lynnhaven was approved. 
James G. Kellam was allowed 
to. change the zoning on his 
property virtually cut <rff Ijytoe 
park and the toll iroad from 
all otoer residences. 

An a]n>lication of toe Intrigue 
Restaurant in a shopping center 
at Indian River and <;ammon 
Roads for a use permit for 
dancing and live entertainment 
was denied, as was an applica- 
tion of Russell E. Simpson for 
a zoning diange to commercial 
use along Princess Anne Road 
near Kempsville.

Just 
for an example, maternity costs 
hove more than doubled In the 
post three years, while insur- 
once still pays only a minimum- 
the sameafTiount as three years 
ago. 

Medicare and misuse of hos- 
pltois by the indigent supposedly 
have driven costs up, among 
other reosons, but these are 
merely two more excuse^. 

We hove no suggestions, but

We do not fully blame the 
hospitals themselves for the 
problem, but a monster has been 
created and must be dealt with.

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I It Did Happen Here 

The following editorial is reprinted from the Newport News DAILY PRESS following a wave of 
violence terrifyingly similar to the violence that has gripped so many other cities across the 
nation. We have heard much about police brutality. Witness this report of what actually luippened 
tust a few miles from Virginia Beach.

Newport News has now had a taste of the vio- 
lence which has spread through so many others 
of the nation's cities. That what happened didn't 
attain the scale of disturbances elsewhere is 
consolation of a sort; nevertheless this was one 
of the most distressing events in area history. 

The violence followed a familiar pattern. 
Called to make an arrest on a relatively minor 
Charge, a policeman was set upon and beaten. 
A member of the mob took the officer's gun 
and, when he shot at another patrolman, was 
himself killed.

$2 million, and a fuU Investigation is in order, 
with special attention to reports that one organ- 
ization or group was a prime mover in the dis- 
order. In addition, there must be no lack of con- 
tinuing attention to bettering racial relations 
In our community. 

The authorities certainly deserve great cre- 
dit and our thanks for the promptness and app- 
ropriate nature of their response to the emer- 
gency. Newport News Police D^artment, under 
the direction of Chief W.F. Peach, moved in 
expeditiously; the State Police responded in 
force as soon as possible, and Hampton Police 
Department also cooperated, while the Newport 
News firemen performed admirably under 
stress. Thus, matters were not allowed to get 
out of hand. 

Newport News City Council also acted 
quickly, meeting In emergency session to idopt 
an ordinance glvingChief Peach powers tiS con- 
trol, regulate and restrict assembly of persons 
within the city to the extent that it may be 
needed. 

Again, a word of appreciation fdr the much- 
mallgned police, who are our first line of de- 
fense against crime all sorts and whose lot 
has been made so difficult by tte unrest and 
violence which is sweepli« the couirtry^ We'd 
truly be in a bad way without them.

What has attributed to the 
high rise in medical &cilities? 
"We are genoally in an age 
of inflatido," Willis said. 
I'Costs are rising in every area, 
hospitals are rising faster than 
many others. The last decade 
saw the greatest rise in cost, 
which was mostly due to the 
advances in medical science 
which causes us to live longer. 
Also, the advances were costly 
to put into effect. There was a 
general increase in salarie." 

Another raise in salaries will 
take place in February of 1969. 
"We anticipated ttiis rise in the 
last increase," Willis added. 

One misconception Willis 
mo^Mied that the public had 
was that "Qiey think the main 
part of their hospital bill is 
what we call 'bed and care.' 
Actually, tids is not a major 
part in most cases. People fail 
to realise that laboratory costs, 
X-ra^s and anesthesiology In- 
corporale much^ctf the bill/' 

Willis also cited Medicare as 
a factor in the recent cost in- 
. crease. "Medicare," he said, 
"only pays for services appli- 
c^le to people met 65. Medi- 
care does not bear the total 
share of hoq;>ital expwses."' 
The Medicare patient also usu- 
ally has a longer stay in the 
hospital than most other pat- 
ients. "The average stay of a 
Medicare patient is 12-14 (kys 
while others are about six to 
sevai." 

'^The welfare and clinic pat- 
ioits are other causes of the 
increasing rates. "Because we 
are not a teaching institutioi^ 
we do not have a large amount

The problem 
is going to be aggravated even 
more by the prospect of com- 
mercial development in the only 
area designated for full-time 
surfing. 

The dty aiqproved tee surf- 
ers' request last ye^ for an 
extended season as a partial 
solution. The city's attempt to 
encourage the use of the surf- 
ing area at Little Island Park 
in Sandbridge was disregarded 
by ttie surfers t>ecause of the 
area's isolation and poor surf 
action. 

At this time the only solut- 
ion voiced by the city is to 
instigate rotating surfing areas 
from North Virginia Beach 
touttaward, defined by moveable 
markers and shifted witii the 
condition of tides and other 
beach uses.

of welfkre patients who are 
deemed by the Welfare Depart- 
ment as unable to pay for any 
type of hospital assistance. The 
Department pays for a percent- 
age of the bill, but not all of it. 
"The clinic patient comes to 
the hospital and has no money 
with which to pay a bill, but 
enough money not to be con- 
sidered eligible for welfare. 
We? have no way of collecting 
these indigent bills, so we write 
it off as a bad debt. But, some- 
one has to pay for it." 



"If everyone could pay for 
their bills, or if the agencies 
concerned could pay for the 
entire bill instead of just a per- 
centage, the rates would go 
down,!' Willis continued to say 
that, "we try to dispel the age- 
old story that hospitals will not 
accept people who can't pay 
their bills. We do, and we treat 
them because they need it, but 
the rates have to increase to do 
this." 

Willis quoted an article 
printed in the July 21 issue of 



the "Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch" which showed a chart 
of the average dollar's buying 
break-down. "Seven cents of 
every dollar spent ^goes to med- 
ical care, while six ceiits goes 
to recreation. Food and alcohol 
takes up 23 per cent of the same 
dollar." 

"Hospitals are people. We 
can't automate like industries. 
About 65 per cent of hospital 
costs goes to salaries and as 
they increase, the charges just 
have to go iq;>," Willis stated. 



Schools Get 
Book Covers 

More than 300,000 Keep Vir- 
ginia Green forest fire prevra- 
tion bookcovers have been made 
available for distribution to 
Virginia school children this 
Fall. Provided t^ the members 
and fri«ids of VF, Inc., these 
covers will reach it^o 85 coun- 
ties of the State and into 13 
independent cities. Of this num- 
ber} 52 of the countis and 
4 of the cities (as compared 
with 47 and 4 last year) will 
receive a sufficient number to 
provide at least one cover per 
student. In Virginia Beach 1,000 
covers were provided for the 
approximately 36,645 students 
enrolled. 

This is the 17th year this 
bookcover project has been in" 
being and during that span of 
time, counting this year's total 
of 301,515, a grand total of 
4,446,800 have been provided 
to Virginia's younger set. These 
covers have done much to cre- 
ate a better understanding of 
the need for fire prevention, 
and have instilled an awareness 
of the importance of our forests 
hito the minds of nearly a gen- 
eration of our population. 

Although a number of purchas- 
ers prefer to handle ttieir own 
distribution, the bulk of the 
covers are distributed by the 
Virginia Division of Forestry 
as a part of their fire pre- 
vention activities. Distribution 
is usually completed during the 
month of September.

ginia, but be sure you select 
the correct type for your area. 
The swithern or paper -shell 
varieties are adapted only to 
^utheastern Virginia where the 
growing season is long ^ough 
to mature the kernel before 
cold weather. Northern pecan 
varieties mature earlier in the 
fall and may be planted in most 
parts of the state except at 
high elevations where the grow- 
ing season is less than 180 days. 

Consult the catalog of a re- 
liable nursery to secure variety 
descriptions. When selecting 
English walnut or northern pe- 
canj^ plant two or more varie- 
ties to ensure pollination and 
fruit set. 

Plant nut trees as soon as 
they become dormant after the 
first fall ft-ost date in your 
area. This will allow the roots 
to become re-established and 
start to grow before the ground 
freezes. 

When the trees are received 
from the nursery^ . keep the 
roots moist at all times. Dig 
holes which are large enough 
to allow all roots to be ex- 
tended to 'their full length and 
deep enough to have the top 
ones covered with four inches 
of soil. 

Fill the hole nearly to the 
U^ with good fertile topsoil. 
Bounce the tree up and down 
to settle the soil around the 
roots and press down firmly 
with the feet. Water thoroughly 
to saturate the soil around the 
roots. Fill the remainder of the 
hole with loose soil to prevent 



bakii% and craddng. 

After plantii«, scatter aaip- 
lUl of 5-10-5 garden fertilizer 
in a three-foot circle around 
toe tree. A^Jly a mulch of 
sawdust or other organic mat- 
erial over the same area to 
coiffierve soil moisture and help 
reduce weed growth. 

Prune your nut trees in late 
winter after the coldest weather 
is over and before growth starts 
in the spring. The best system 
is to have a single main trunk 
with well-spaced side branches. 
The main branches should have 
wide angles with the trunk. 
Branches with narrow angles 
are weak and may break during 
wind or sleet storms. 

You may use these same 
procedures for planting other 
trees around your home. Plant 
some this fall and in a few 
years you will benefit from their 
shade, landscape effect or nut- 
producing capacities.

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Spring is the most brilliant 
time of year for most home 

.gardeners^ because their land- 

scapes come to life with spring 
bulbs and spring flowering trees 

' and shrubs. Spring flowering 
bulbs are hardy plants that 
require little care; they provide 
early color in your garden at 
a time when few other plants 
are in bloom. 

Among the more popular 
spring flowering iulbs are tu- 
lips, narcissus, hyacinth, iris, 
and crocus. Some that arejnot 
so well known are scilla, mus- 
cari, and galanthus or .snow 
drop. nOlloL*-^ ' 

You can use bulbs alqiost 
anywhere in your garden. Seme 
are best used as border plants. 
Others are used best v)>hen 
grouped in large masses of <» 
color, and many kinds can be 
scattered in lawns or planted 
among shrubs as ground cover. 
The latter would be such bulbs 
as crocus, and grape hyacinth. 

To grow spring flowering 
bulbs successfully you should 
select healthy, mature bulbs.and 
store them in a cool, dry plaice 
until planting time. You should 
also prepare the soil and the 
planting beds thoroughly. When 
this is done then, you will pl^t 
at d e p t h distances apart . at 
plalnting times recommendedfor 
each bulb. After you have plan- 
ted your bulbs, then you shojald 
maintain a winter mulch to 
prevent damage from alternate 
freezing and thawing. 

If you are confused about.the 
depth of planting the bulbs, 
there is no need to be. Jjist 
remember one rule; in a good 
loamy well-drained soil, plant 
your bulbs with the base at a 
depth below the surface equal 
to three times the largest dia- 
meter of the bulb. This is, the 
lateral diameter we are con- 
cerned with, not the height of 
the bulb. In lighter, sandy soils, 
plant your bulbs a little deeji^r,; 
in heavier soils, not so d^ep. , 

Do not put fertilizer in the 
hole when planting bulbs, j^r- 
tilizer will burn the youngrodts. 
To promote vigorous gpo^h 
mix 4 lbs. of 5-10-5 fertilizer 
with the soil in each iQ^^q. 
ft. of bed or Z, lbs. with each 
25 ft, of row. Be sure to mix 
this thoroughly with the soil. 
After planting, apply half the 
above amount on top of the 
Iground and rake it into the 
surface soil.

Virginia Beach Common- 
wealth's Attorney Andre Evans 
held center stage in Richmond 
Monday longer than the seven 
other speakers who appeared 
before ttie blue-ribbon Conflict- 
of-interest 'Study Commission 
appointed by Gov. Mills E. God- 
win, Jr. to ioqk Into the nearly 
100-year old law and recom- 
mend revisions if necessary.' 

Evans stands alone in the 
state it, tli«' center of a con- 
troversy stfrrpunding the old 
law. He Isjthe only one who 
actually ha^S a conflict of in- 
terest suit pending in the courts. 

Acting onj an opinion by Vtr- 
ginia Atty. iCeneral Robert Y. 
Button la^t May concerning 
Richard Holland of Virginia 
Bieach and equipment sold to the 
c i ty by a tb rm 'he, he a d s , Fv a a s- 
filed suit. 

The oi-iginal opinion con- 
cerned emergency • police car 
equipment purchased by Vir- 
ginia Befch' from A. Wrenn & 
Sons, of .which Holland is listed 
as presider^t, while Holland was* 
a memljer of the now defunct 
Police pd Trial Board. On his 
own Evjms took the opinion to 
cover all purchases from the 
firm sfnce merger in 1963 and 
filed suit for $215,000, asking 
that such funds be forfeited to 
the sta^e by. Holland. 

Since irat time Evans has 
made^ pubae the cases of 11 
others he says are questionable 
under the law, but has not filed 
action against them pendtng the 
ooteoia^ df nw titeHftnd case. 
He now says he is investigating 
others^ but has declined to re- 
veal ttieir names. 



After the initial action the 
conflict of interest matter, con- 
sidered by many to be a politi- 
cal situation being used to dis- 
credit public officials by anti 
organizations, spread to other 
Tidewater cities. While a mild

It was then that the brakes 
were applied and while isolated 
conflict 6t interest cases were 
noted in the Richmond and 
northern Virginia areas, the 
tide was apparently stemmed 
in Tidewater.

Virginia Beach City Sgt. John 
E. Marr has denied recently 
published allegations that per- 
sons are being detained in the 
city jail for non-payment of 
court costs. 

Marr was quoted as saylijg, 
"I suppose we do" In answer 
to a question whether any one 
was presently In city jail for 
failing to pay court costs. 

He told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN that as far as he knew 
no one was being confined to 
the jail solely on grounds of 
not being able to pay court 
costs. This h^ recently been' 
ci^Ued unconstWional by the 
courts. 

He added, "The court cost 
in lower court is not that much 
and most everybody can pay 
that." 

He indicated however court 
costs could be a factor Inhl^er 
court decisions. Marr said "If 
a man Is sent over here from 
higher court he usually has a 
sentence of some kind." 

Marr also said It was possi- 
ble for a jail sentence to be 
levied in cases where a defen- 
dant was unable to pay a large 
fine in a higher court decision. 
He said, "If a person Is sen- 
tenced to jail for non-payment 
of a fine, it naturally carries 
a court cost with the fine. We 



have to keep them nere a certain 
length of time, unless I get 
written orders ffpm the G«n- 
monwealth's Attorney's office 
to release them," 

Marr was unable, however, to 
say what lengtli of jail term, 
might be handed down by* the' 
court In lieu of payment of 
various amounts of fines.

Next Monday will be an off 
day for City Council. The reg- 
ularly scheduled meeting was 
delayed so that City Mankger 
Roger Scott and Councllmen 
could attend the convention of 
the Virginia Municipal League 
in Roanoke. Virginia Gov. Mills 
E. Godwin, Jr. will address the 
opening dinner of the convention 
Sunday evening. 

Over: 1,000 delegates and 
guests are expected to attend, 
including a large representation, 
from the officialdom of Virginia 
Beach. 

Council's next regular meet- 
ing was delayed until Sept. 30. 
Top priority that day will be 
given to a public hearing on the 
proposed new cultural-conven- 
tion center for Virginia Beach, 
as presented to Council several 
weeks ago by Planning Director 
Patrick Standing and his staff. 

The feasibility study recom- 
mends construction of a new 
center to Include a 2,000-2,500 
seat music hall-theatre, which 
could be closed off for smaller 
productions; a sports arena 
seating 12,000 or more; and ex- 
hibition and trade hall with a 
total of 140,000 square feet of 
floor space, adequate parking; 
and a site of 50 acres, pre- 
ferably near the end of the Vir- 
ginia Beach-Norfolk Express- 
way at Parks Avenue and 24th 
Street extended, part of whldi 
Is already City owned. 

C^her recommendations in 
the stwly suggest use of the 
jsresent dvic center at the Dome 
posslblUHy for the small theatre 
or for a tourist Information 
center and the use of the aban- 



doned sewage treatment plant 
land on Laskin Road, as the 
location of recreation needs to 
include a children's zoo. 

The cost of such a facility 
has been put at about $5 million, 
according to Councilman Larry 
Marshall, who heads a special 
Council committee earlier this 
year studying such centers and 
whose committee sought th^ 
Planning study. ^^ 

Marshall said a simmr fac- 
ility was built In Monroe, La. 
for about $5 million, and he 
feels the same can be done here 
without having to go outside the 
city for planning and construc- 
tion needs.

The loss of $484,000 to the 
city from Impacted school funds 
Is still undecided.

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Greatness Remains Despite Tragedies

Members of the Kennedy fam- 
ily sat dry-eyed and with calm 
dignity while former Secretary 
oi Defense Robert McNamara 
spoke in a voice deeply choked 
with emotion at commissioning 
ceremonies of the Navy's new- 
est conventionally powered su- 
percarrier, the USS John F. 
Kennedy. 

The latest addition to the fleet 
was iwt into commission Satur- 
day at Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Co., where 
it was built. A number of Ken- 
nedys were on hand, including 
the widow of the former presi- 
dent for whom the ship was 
named, her daughter Caroline, 
sponsor of the ship, and her 
son John. 

Sen. Ted Kennedy spoke in 
a strong voice of his late bro- 
ther, the president, and of his 



late tarc^her, the senator, both 
cut down by assassins. Stoic 
calm «)vered the faces of the 
surviving members of both 
families as he spoke, giving 
no hint to the inner feelings 
of those obviously filled with 
grief from along line of tragic 
events tlat have plagued them. 

A crowd of 10,000 Jammed 
the hanger, deck for the com- 
missioning ceremonies, which 
lasted about an hour, Rc*ert 
Kennedy had been present at 
the christening ceremonies last 
year and he had promised to 
be present for the commission- 
ing. Eight of his ten children 
were there to represent him. 

McNamara, now president of 
the World Bank, spoke without 
notes, in an address he re- 
portedly wrote himself, after 
one that had been prepared 
failed to .suit him.

Residents of Virginia Beach 
who are taking steps to protect 
their homes from damage by 
insects by means of having the 
dwellings fumigated, are being 
advised to take one more pre- 
cautionary stq)— Call the fire 
department first. 

Certain types of fumigation 
involve filling an unoccupied 
dwelling with a foglike chemical 
for a period of hours. This 
fog at times will escape from 
a home, giving the impression 
the dwelling is on fire.

"Old age is a liability in 
this country ... the older people 
are creators of a tremendous 
amount of guilt in younger peo- 
ple. Dr. Assad Meymandi of 
Fayetteville, N.C. told mem- 
bers of the Virginia Nursing 
Home Association's annual con- 
vention. 

Dr. Meymandi was one of 
several speakers at the con- 
vention, which was held at the 
Cavalier on Sept. 11, 12 and 13. 
He spoke on the mental health 
problems of the geriatric. The 
title of his speech, "You and 
Your Mental Health," is also 
the title of a column Dr. Mey- 
mandi writes for the Fayette- 
ville Observer. The column is 
scheduled for national syndic- 
ation. 

In addition to writing the 
column, Dr. Meymandi is dir- 
ector of the Cumberland County 
Mental Health Center in Fay- 
etteville. His work with the 
Center has received quite a lot_ 
of recognition training lay peo- 
ple to deal with mental prob- 
lems. ' According to Dr. Mey- 
mandi, the Center trains tea- 
chers, welfare workers, etc. to 
perform specific tasks in car- 
ing for the mentally ill and in 
preventing mental illness in 
children. 

In an interview after his 
speech, Dr. Meymandi extended 
a point he haJd made in his 
speech about the prolonging of 
life expectancy. "There is the 
possibility of the life expect- 
ancy extending indefinitely, be- 
cause of what is the process of 
ageing, stoH>ing or reversing. 
We are understanding more of 
the biochemistry of the brain, 
or nerve cells."

Then Fog 
For Bugs 

Residents of Virginia Beach 
who are taking steps to protect 
their homes from damage by 
insects by means of having the 
dwellings fumigated, are being 
advised to take ope more pre- 
cautionary step-^all the fire 
department first. 

Certain types of fumigation 
involve filling an unoccupied 
dwelling with a foglike chemical 
for a period of hours. This 
fog at times will escape from 
a home, giving the impression 
the dwelling is on fire. This 
has resulted in the past in the 
dispatching of firemen to the 
home, who in determining \^1iat 
is happening, must force en- 
trance to the home. This results 
in unnecessary damage to a 
dwelling and nullifies any result 
from the fumigation operation. 

Residents who plan to take 
such action in the future are 
being advised to notify the fire 
department dispatcher .This will 
assist them in determining if 
the home is in the process of 
fumigation, or actually on fire, 
before making an unnecessary 
forced entry.

By his own admission Vir- 
ginia Beach Commonwealth's 
Attorney Andre Evans feels that 
the Virginia conflict of interest 
law needs revisions seemingly 
a k^ackpadaling of position.

Could It be that responsible 
officers In other places do not 
wish tor get Involved in such a 
groy area of law and do not 
wish to be ehibarassed if a 
witch hunt later proves to gp 
, against them? 

While a number of officials 
in Norfolk have come under 
close observation Inthe matter, 
no action has been taken there. 
The commission agreed that the 
law needs some revision, but 
apparently it will be 1970 before 
any changes, whatever they are, 
will be made. 

There is definitely a need 
for a conflict of interest low 
to protect both the governing 
bodies and citizens, but there 
surely is a difference of opinion 
on Just what constitutes conflict, 
Virginia Atty. Gen. Button not- 
withstanding. 

Meanwhile Evans must live 
With the monster he has created. 
All eyes are on him as he 
prdceeds. Now the court must 
evehtually decide.

The Virginia Beach Friends 
of Music Festival was a rous- 
ing success this summer, ex- 
cept financially. A lot of things 
were wrong. Many of them can 
be corrected by next year. Some 
MUST be corrected. 

The festival Itself brought 
culture and outstanding inter- 
national and local concert art- 
ists to Virginia Beach in mid- 
August. Tlcicet sales fell short 
of expectations, and without the 
contributions of local patrons, 
the loss would have been de- 
vastating. 

Granted It was the first year 
of the festival and granted the 
weather was unusually good for 
the beach, and yet, even granted 
that not everybody likes high- 
brow entertainment. The festi- 
val should still hove done better. 
It wot well -planned by a group 
of dedicated men and women who 
ore determined to bring this 
type of cultural aspect to en- 



tertainment for the tourist and 
native families alike. 

The lack of cooperation on the 
part of some of the operators 
of hotels and motels is almost 
unbelievable. Keep Ing ^.bro- 
chures tied up in packages under 
a counter is unforgivable, but 
neglecting to tell someone about 
the festival when specifically 
asked about current events for 
the family Is far worse. 
"" the resort^ industry here 
wants help In building up its 
resources. The Friends of Mu- 
sic are making a massive eff- 
ort over seemingly difficult 
odds. To help make up part of 
the deficit they have asked City 
Council for help. It Is doubt- 
ful that help will be forthcoming, 
but perhaps the Friends of Mu- 
sic and their outstanding festi- 
val should be taken a little more 
seriously next year and given 
the best promotion and coop- 
eration available. 



Police should not beat up newsmen. 

If law enforcement officers are performing 
their duties properly and newsmen are going 
about their work in a professional manner, 
no conflict should arise. 

Already a great deal has been written 
about who was at fault in Chicago. 

Some say the police waded into newsmen 
because the latter caught them beating on dem- 
ononstrators while out of uniform (without 
badges and identification). 

Officers accused reporters and cameramen 
of goading police into attacking the demon- 
strators, which presumably justified the club- 
bing of the Journalists. 

Mayor Daley said newsmen got it because 
they wouldn't obey orders to get off the 
street. 

Chicago Police Superintendent James B. 
Conlisk Jr. announced "special procedures" 
midway in the convention period, seeming to 
confirm some of the charges: 

* Any uniformed officer who fails to wear 
his nameplate or star while on duty is subject 
to disciplinary action. 

* Special press representatives with the 
rank of lieutenant will be assigned to all 
potential trouble spot areas. They will see to 
it that newsmen "move freely to accomplish 
their assignment." / 

* No policeman, of whatever rank, has the 
right to order confiscation of photogfaphlc 
Qlf. recording equipment "without due process 
of law." 

It is a sad commentary on press -police 
relations when such elemental principles must 
be spelled out as "special procedures." But 
It is sadder still if, in fact, newsmen cannot 
"move freely" and safety about in the presence 
of lawmen. 

So it is with sober resignation that we sug- 
gest: 



Newspapermen should redch an understand- 
ing with heads of local law enforcement agen- 
cies regarding movement of reporters and 
photographers in areas of dvil disturbance. 
The ground rules should be clearly under- 
stood by all police personnel and newsmen. 

These disorders DO constitute special situ- 
ations.

Not to be dismissed is the fact the report- 
er may sympathize with the demonstrators, 
who in tarn comlder the police to be their 
adversaries. Discounting emotions in this 
very emotional setting Is unrealsitlc. 

The scene pr<*ably will get ugly. A camera 
capturea and preserves the ugliness with dls-^ 
traisliif reality. More often than not the police 
will appear in a bad Ilgitt, even if they 
are only ddng their duty. 

Sendtive about Image aayway, they feel 
trapped in a "damned if we do; damned If 
we don't" squeese. 

In sliort, the denlonstratim constitutes a 
unique and predlctableproblem In police-press 
relations. Like all press coverage problems 
that can be anticipated, it Is tnudi better to 
work (hem out before they arise raOier than 
during, or after. 

AewMendent Coollsk, of course, has only 
started. Re needs to remiod his officers that 
confl^eatlflg cameras will be Justified In only 
rare ctrcumstaaces and that newsmen can 
move abmit freely so long as they are not 
actually obstructing law enforeaneBt.

Timothy L. Jones, producer- 
director of the new Lake Wright 
Playhouse, says the new th^tre 
adjac«it to the Lake Wright 
Motor Hotel on Northampton 
Blvd. just inside the Norfolk 
city limits ulU open on Oct. 
9 with its first production. " 

He says that in spite of the 
long list of things that still 
must be done before opening 
night of the sparkling comedy 
"Goodbye Charlie" by George 
Axelrod, author of "The Seven 
Year Itch," things are moving , 
quite smoothly. 

Actually the play is more 
ready than the theatre itself, 
and Jones says rehearsals are 
progressing nicely with his 
resident company, all members 
of Actors Equity, the union that 
represents professional stage 
performers. . 

Rehmsals are taking place 
in an area situated behind the 
main stage. The area will even- 
tually be used not only as a 
rehearsal hall but will have 100 
seats in it for the presentation 
of experimental theactrical 
works. The setting is being built 
in the complete shop adjacent 
to the two stages and is set 
up in the rehearsal hall. But 
there'll be a little difficulty 
moving it to the main stage 
right away. 

The stage floor is not installed 
yet. It is a special soft pine 
tongue-in-groove floor with trap 
doors, and a sub-flooring built 
on that will be placed over the 
steel frame that now marks the 



stage area. The problem istliat 
the wood just arrived and it 
must befireproofe^. That treat- 
ment takes two wp^s. Workmen 
then plan to work around the 
clock to finish the installation. 

Most of the building, includii^ 
^he lobby, the dining room, thfe 
cocktail lounge area, the theatre 
itself and the offices will be 
carpeted, but the carpeting isn't 
in yet. 

The tables and gold chairs 
for the dining room aren't in 
yet, the draperies are not up 
either and at present the office 
furniture consists of two folding 
chairs and a card table. That 
hasn't arrived so far. 

But the 400 seats are all 
installed in the theatre. They're 
soft and comfortable and placed 
so everyone will be able to 
see the huge stage well after 
the contour curtain opens. The 
cucftin hasn't come yet anyway, 
and all the lights aren't in, 
but the ligMing switchboard is 
almost completely installed. 

The bar |n the cocktail lounge 
hasn't been built yet, and some 
of the kitchen equipment also 
hasn't come. There is no water 
in the fountains outside the 
main entrance yet, but the lights 
and gas are ready to provide 
the spectacle of flaming, lighted 
fountains. 

Jones says the $250,000 din- 
ner-theatre complex will all be| 
ready for the invitational dress 
rehearsal on Oct. 9 and for 
the first public performance on 
Oct.iO. He calls it "the most 



exciting theatre on the eastern 
seaboard." The theatre was a 
year in the planning stage and 
has been mider construction 
since last November. 

Workmen are everywhere 
throughout the building in a 
flurry of activity to add to that 
excitement;

Old Classic Comes Through

Cavalier ninner Playhouse 
has prove8^ bncf again that the 
old comedy classics can stlH 
be just as good as when they 
were brand new. The current 
production, "Charley's Aunt", 
by Brandon Thoma^r, is filled 
with broad humor for any age, 
horse and buggy or jet planes. 

The action deals with two 
young British college boys, both 
supposedly wealthy although 
they can never seem to locate 
a single coin, and their antics 
designed to win the love of two 
sweet, charming young ladies 
ready to be won over. 

But since the play ^es place 
aboflt the turn of the century 
or before there must be a 
chaperone for such a meeting. 
The aunt of one of the boys 
wliom he has never seen is 
supposed to come for a visit, 
but is delayed after the boys 
invite the girls to lunch In 
-their rooms. They prevail, 
rather heavily, upon a college 
chum, to Impersonate the aunt. 
The situation gets extremely 
complicated when both one of 
the boy's father and the head- 
master of the school vie for 
the hand of the fake aunt. 

This can only get more com- 
plicated by the arrival of the 
real aunt and the secret love 
of the impersonator. But unlike 
so many plays of today, the 
mess is unraveled and all ends 
hazily. 



This can best be called an 
energetic production, marked by 
much mugging, chase scenes, 
broad burlesque comedy antics 
and fast, fast action. A certain 
amount of this is fine, but it 
Is overdone, and the playgoers 
is exhausted at the happy ending. 
This same overdlrection and In- 
vention of unnecessary business 
has characterized all three of 
the productions directed by the 
theatre's new director. Woody 
Eney. Mr. Eney is obviously 
a fine, strong director, but hi$ 
tendency to overplay, particu- 
larly in plays that can and will 
stand alone without such shen- 
anigans, is disconcerting. But 
it must be pointed out that an 
inventive director is nice to 
have around when an actionless 
plot needs an injection of vita- 
mins. 

Jan Ewing, while a bit old 
for the college boy role, turns 
in an acceptable performance 
as the stuffy would-be lover, 
but rushes the early scene with 
his friend so badly that both 
can hardly be understood with 
their assumed British diccents. 

Jim Noeldner, as his friend, 
is far more likely as the col- 
lege boy, and does a nice job 
throughout, even though he does 
not sound a bit English. 

Bill Goffred is again too young 
to play the crotchety butler, 
but gives it a good try and It 
comes off well. 



Kathleen McDonald, Genny 
Bilbo and D^bie Jackson are 
sweet young things in the {day 
and play their coy roles well. 

William Pitts, who imperson- 
ates the aunt does amapificent 
job of cavorting around the 
stage and playing the dual role, 
even thou^ it Is overdirected. 

Jimmy Jellied, as the father 
of one of the boys is excellent 
in the retired stuffy colonel 
role and Toby Stephens is hil- 
arious as the lecherous old 
headmaster. 

Pearl Robertson underplays 
the role of the real aunt so 
much thai the role loses its - 
effectiveness. Again age is la 
problem. She appears too young 
and charming. 

Still it's all a lot of fun and 
a show that can evoke a belly 
laugh or two or three and even 
perh£^ help the tired theatre- 
goer forget his troubles for 
awhile.

(Editor's note: Here is ano- 
ther in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins of the horticulture depart- 
ment at Virginia Tech.) 

The small colorful decorative 
gourds you have in your garden 
need special attention when they 
are harvested. They have a ra- 
ther thick flesh which must be 
carefully dried if they are to 
remain attractive in' arrange- 
ments. 

Decorative gourds should be 
picked when fully mature and 
before frost to reduce the poss- 
ibility of spoilage during or af- 
ter curing. When ripe, the stem 
will turn brown and start to 
shrivel. The rind should be 
hardening, but the skin will be 
quite tender. Cut the fruits from 
the vines with pruning shears, 
leaving a short section of the 
Stem attached. This kern may 
drop off when the gourd dries 
but will be attractive if it re- 
mains on the fruit. 



Goux^ must be handled with 
care to avoid bruising and scra- 
tching. Such damage may cause 
rot and unsightly spots. Wipe 
each fruit with a cloth dam- 
pened with rubbing alcohol to 
remove dirt and decay organ- 
isms. If the gourds are quite 
dirty, they may be washejj in 
be needed for complete drying. 
For this process the gourds 
may be stored In shallow wood 
or cardboard trays in a well- 
ventilated room, attic or gar- 
age. If no other suitable lo- 
cation is available they may 
be placed under a bed or chest. 
Continue to Inspect the fruit 
every few days to remove any 
which shrivel or show evidence 
of decay. 

Gourds should not be stored 
in a ^darnp basement, a closed, 
heated room or in tight, un- 
ventilated containers. Such con- 
ditions will encourage the de- 
velopment of mold and rot. 

Well-cured, decorative 



gourds usually retain their att- 
ractive color for at Iwist three 
or four months. A protective 
coating <tf irtilte shellac,- floor 
wax or furniture wax will en- 
hance their appearance and pro- 
long their life. Gourds may be- 
come faded and unattractive 
after four to six months. 

warm soapy water. Rlise in 
clean water to which a house- 
hold disinfectant has been add- 
ed. Dry each fruit carefully with 
a soft cloth. 

The gourds should be cured 
for about a week in a well- 
ventilated porch, garage or 
shed. Place the fruit one layer 
deep on shallow slatted trayS 
or on an open shelf. Turn the 
gourds each day and discard 
any that shrivel or develop 
soft spots. i 

During the first week of cur- 
ing the skin will become quite 
hard and tough. An additional 
period of about three weeks will

Gourds wltti a dull col^ may 
be bru^ or spray-palitfed vitti 
aiamel or gilded with silver w 
gold. For some arrangemo^ 
and special uses the artificial 
color may be quite si>proprIate. 
Uniform coverage may be sec- 
ured by suspending ^e gourds 
by a string tled^to the stem. 

The fall and winter holiday 
sea^ms are Ideal times for 
displaying decorative gourds. 
They are particularly attract- 
ive In a fruit bowl, cornucopia 
or loose arrangement on a ta- 
ble, chest or mantel. They may 
also be placed In ornamental 
baskets or hung in chains or 
loops, at the mantel or front 
door. ' 

Gourds may be displayed with 
other natural or artificial 
fruits. Fresh flowers or leaves 
with Interesting color or tex- 
ture may he used to add Inter- 
est to the arrangement. Per- 
ishable materials should have 
the stems inserted In small 
water tubes which may be con*- 
cealed among the gourds. Bitt- 
ersweet, dried flowers or seed 
pods may also be emplbyed to 
provide contrast in odor or 
form. 

To give stability to a display, 
the gourds may be attached to 
the container or to each other 
with small wads of floral clay.

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Although pie-like creations, 
flans and tarts filled with sea- 
soned mixtures have been known 
for centuries, the "pye" was 
named in England a long time 
ago. 

Those early English pies 
were main-dish affairs, heavy 
with meat, game or fish. On 
playful occasions, huge crusts 
were filled with live magpies 
who flapped up through the first 
cut, giving their names to the 
pastry, / 

The mince pie appears to t)e 
the link between early English 
pies and our modern dessert 
pies which' are so dear to the 
American palate. Mince pies 
had religious significance at one 
time, for the crust symbolized 
the Christ Child's manger and 
all the spices in the filling 
represented the fabulous gifts 
brought by the wise men. 

Nutmeg is one of the precious 
spices used widely' In the pies 
of another day as well as la 
modern versions. New England 
Is supposedly our pie-bakingest 
region and nutmeg has always 
-e^een a favorite spice there' 
because ther-e was much trade 
between New England seaports 
and the nutmeg-growing islands 
of the West Indies. 

They call custard pie "ner- 
vous pie" down east and there, 
as in other parts of the world, 
Its bland ingredients need the 
aroma of nutmeg. Nutmeg goes 
Into America's favorite pie - 
apple pie. It enhances blueberry. 
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pumpkin and squash pie as well 
as an early American vinegar- 
and-spice pie and a sort of 
applesauce-custard pie called 
"sparkin' pie." Itwas the fla- 
vor and texture of the "sparkin' 
pie" with its hint of nutmeg 
which prompted many a young 
man 'to propose to a skilled 
■pie baker» ^ 

Nutmeg has a long list of 
soup-to-nuts uses. Not only in 
pies, but baked goods generally 
as well as in puddings, sauces, 
many vegetables and many meat, 
fish and fowl concoctions. 

But to get back to pies, here 
is a Cider Chiffon Pie and 
Old Fashioned Pear Cake, both 
delicately spiced with nuttneg, 
which come from the test kit- 
chens of the American Spice 
Trade Association. 

Nutmeg has. always been a 
preferred spice for America's 
favorite dessert, apple pie. This 
Pennsylvania Dutch cider pie 
combines cider, nutmeats and 
chopped fresh apple deliciously. 

CIDER, CHIFFON PIE 

I pkg. unflavored gelatine 

1 c. apple cider 
2/3 c. sugar 

1/2 tsp. ground nutmeg 
1/4 tsp/ salt 

2 tbl. lemon juice i 

1 c. diced raw apples j 
1/2 c. chopped walnuts 

2 egg whites .' 

1 9-inch baked pie shell of 
Graham cracker shell 

Soften gelatine in 1/4 cup cold 
water for 5 minutes. Heat cider 
to boiling point. Stir In softened 
gelatine, 1/3 cup of the sugar, 
nutmeg and salt. Mix until dis- 
solved. Chill mixture until it 
is as thick as unbeaten egg 
white. Beat until fluffy. Mix le- 
mon juice with apples. Fold ap- 
ples and nuts Into cider mix- 
ture. Beat egg whites uhtllsoft 
peaks form. Gradually add re- 
maining 1/3 cup sugar and beat 
until stiff but not dry; fold Into 
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cider mixture. Turn into pie 
shell. Chill until firm. Garnish 
with whlRjed cream sprinkled 
with nutmeg, if desired. T^eld: 
One 9-inch pie. 

Whether you think of this 
rich dessert as a cake or pie, 
it's marvelously flavorful with 
a bit of nutmeg enlmi^ng the 
pear bouquet. 

OLD-FASHIONED PEAR CAKE 

2 c. biscuit mix 
" 3/4 c. sugar 

4 tbl. butter or margarine 
1/2 tsp. ground nutmeg , 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
Milk 
1/2 tsp.pure vanilla extract 
2 lbs. fresh pears, peeled, 
cored and quartered 
1 tbl. currant jelly 

Combine biscuit mix, 1/4 cup 
of the sugar, 2 tablespoons of 
the butter and 1/4 teaspoon of 
the nutmeg in a medium-sized 
bowl. Blend well with fork or 
pastry blender. Pour egg Into 
a measuring cup. Add sufficient 
milk to make 1/2 cup. Stir In 
vanilla extract. Add liquid to 
flour mixture, blending to form 
a soft dough. Lightly butter a 
10-inch spring form pan. Pat 
dough to fit the bottoifi and 

1 Inch up the side of pan. Ar- 
range pears over top of dough. 
Sprinkle remaining 1/2 cup su- 
gar and 1/8 teaspoon nutmeg 
over the pears. Bake in a pre- 
heated moderate oven (350 F.) 
30 minutes. Dot with remaining 

2 tablespoons butter and jelly. 
Bake 30 minutes longer. Cool 
in pan on rack 10 minutes. Re- 
move side of spring form pan. 
Serve cake warm. Yield: One

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With fall here now, we begin 
to think about planting new plant 
materials ,■ In our landscapes. 
When doli^ this, we must keep 
in mind several factors. 

First we must remember tl]^t" 
a landscape composition Is cre- 
ated by combining plant mat- 
tfials )4tt|'as<i9any forms» 
textures and cplorsint^a pleas- 
ing picture according to the 
principles of art. The physical 
characteristics of plants and 
cultural requirements, as well 
as their ecological factors, must *< 
be considered In selecting plants 
for a composition. 

As you begin to think of 
designing a landscape for any 
area, and of course the sub- 
sequent planting of this area, 
no matter how large or how 
small, the first thing to decide 
is what the different areas iare 
to be used for. It Is to be a 
living area of your property, 
do you want the area to be a 
private one, or one that Is 
visible and accessible to the 
public? 

Such questions as these, when 
answered, will determine how 
the area is treated. For in- 
stance/ If you want the area 
of the landscape to be used for 
&mlly cookouts to be private, 
you win want the area of the 
landscape that It used this way 
to be enclosed by a fence or 
hedges. On the other hand, If 
you want the area to be visited, 
and to be a public area, you 
do not want to enclose It. Thus^ 
you can see that It is important 
to know which areas you want 
screened and which you do not. 

After you have decided what 
areas are going to be used for 
what purposes, then you must 
decide whal kind of materials 
you will want to use. So, before 
beginning to draw up ttie land- 
scape planting plans, you must 
know where your water and 
sewage lines are located. It is 
also important to take your 
electric power and telephone 
lines Into conslderatli^. You 
will not wairt to plant tall grow- 
ing trees under these. 

In deddlng on plant mate- 
rials to use in landscs^Ing the 
home grounds you shcMild ask 
yourself a question kich as 
"What kin) of plants dollike?" 
"To achieve year-round color, 
what plants can I use." "Which 
plants have attractive blooms, 
colorful fruit, attractlveibliage, 
and attractive bark or attrac- 
tive steins or brancI)£Er,or evoi 
brancbloK habits? Of, these 
plafits which do I wan| in niy 
laotiscape? And, most of all, 
which will be easiest to main- 
tain?" After you have' decided ' 
on the idants that can be used, 
then decide how you can ef- 
fectively put these Into the over- 
all deslp without having a 
monotonous and crowded plant- 
ing.

Airport expansion is still a 
major subject of discussion on 
both sides of Hampton Roads. 
Terminal expansion of Patrick 
Henry Airport in Newport News, 
already designated as a region- 
al airport, is nearly completed 
as are expanded baggage facili- 
ties. 

Terminal expansion is ap- 
parently going ahead at Norfolk 
Municipal Airport also, to be 
named Norfolk Regional Air- 
port. The cost of expansion of 
the Norfolk facility is set at 
about $12 million while a num- 
ber^ critics say this is only 
a smalTiMU't of the total cost 
of the entire project.

Headlining the regular City 
Council meeting Monday morn- 
ing at 10 at CityrHall wiU be 
a public hearing on a feasi- 
bility study of a new cultural- 
convention center for Virginia 
Beach. 

Several we^ ago Council 
received the study it had or- 
dered from City Planning Dir- 
ector Patrick Standii^ concern- 
ing the advisability of building 
a replacement for the small 
Dome, considered to be out- 
dated. 

The study recommen ded a 50- 
acre site near the and of the 
toll road and bounded by 23rd 
Street and Park Avenue as a 
place that would fill all parking 
and convention needs. The re- 
port said the site was dose 
enough to the oceanfront hotels 
to attract tourists and conven- 
tions and was readily accessible 
by major highways. 

The study called for anasena 
to seat 12,000 or more, an ex- 
hibition hall with 140,000 square 
feet of space and a small 2,000 
to 2,500 seat music hall theatre 
that could be closed down to 
fit smaller productions.

Jitneys Ease Transportation Problems

Virginia Beach has had its 
highly distinctive form of public 
transportation along the ocean- 
front for about a year and a 
half. The gaily-decorated, pink 
and white striped mini-buses 
or Jitneys have t>ecome a way 
of life for many, especially 
during the summer. 

Herbert GJassman, owner of 
Beach Transport, Inc., which 
operates the jitneys, is pleased 
with the growth and acceptance 
of the resort's first public 



transportation. In May 1967 ser- 
vice began from Fort StorV to 
Rudee blet. Four (rf the smaller 
buses made the continuous runs. 
But almost immediately at 
the request of the U. S. Navy 
installations in Virginia Beach 
the service was expanded to 
serve both Dam Neck and NAS 
Oceana. One additional expan- 
sion has taken place recently 
at the request of City Council. 
The jitneys now make two runs 
to the municipal complex at 



City Hall in Princess Anne in 
the morning and two more in 
the evening. 

Additional requests have 
poured in to t)oth Classman and 
to the city, and Classman says 
he is studying all the requests. 

"But to fill the needs of 
everyone who wants the jit- 
neys," he said, "it would take 
a minimum of 34 buses. We're 
running nine now." 

While areas such as Princess 
Anne Plaza and Windsor Woods

have made recent traffic sur- 
veys to determine the need for 
public transportation in those 
areas, Glassman says he Isn't 
certain how lucratlce such runs 
could be, 

A citizens' committee has 
approached City Council seeking 
permission for the jitneys to 
leave the assigned Atlantic Av- 
enue route in the morning and 
afternoon to go deep into the 
Bay Colony area for the con- 
venience of residents and do- 
mestic help that serves the 
area. 

Another group is requesting 
a run Into the Seatack area 
to help get residents either 
to work or to the routes of 
Trailways, which travels to 
Norfolk on a replar schedule, 

"I'll go anywhete I can make 
money," said Glassman, "But 
the run to the Courthouse Is 
just not paying off yet. Some- 
times we get more people than 
others, but generally the jit- 
neys are running there near- 
empty." 

The charge for traveling the 
entire route has been 25 cents 
since the company started. City 
Council recently granted the 
company permissiMi to raise 
the fare to 50 cents for run- 
ning all the way from either 
of the two military Installations 
into the resort area. The fare 
to those bases would remain 
25 cents. Classman said that 
while the fare Increase am 
legally take affect shortly he Is 



not certain when It will go up 
or if it win at all this winter. 

While Glassman regards the 
runs to the bases as neces- 
sary he bemoans the 12- mile 
dead run from Rude^ Inlet to 
Dam Neck and back each trip 
where few if any passengers 
are ever picked up along the 
way. 

"That amounts to about 240 
dead miles a day on a 20-hour 
day," says Glassman. "We em- 
ploy 35 people now and make 
the 36-mlle round trip from 
6 a.m. to 2 a.m." 
' By actual timing a $6,500 
jitney passes a given point along 
the route about every ten min- 
utes. Glassman says that the 
jitneys carry about 3,500 pas- 
sengers a day during the peak 
summer months, but that that 
number tapers off considerably 
during the wilder. 

The nig^it shift always carries 
more pecple than the day shift, 
Glassman attributes this to the 
difficulty in finding parking 
places for tourists who wish to 
travel from one place to another 
to eat or for night recreation. 

He sees a city-wide public 
transportation system for Vlr- 
glttia BnA as "still many 
years sway". Glassman says 
most peqjle In the city have 
one or two cars and the need 
for public transportation on a 
large scale Is still a long time 
in the ft^re, but notes that as

Fair weather is now the only 
thing that can add tothe Greater 
Tidewater Fair. This year's 
third aanual event has every- 
thing else going for it. 

First it has the largest mid- 
way on the east coast, the tnulti- 
mitlion dollar James F. Strates 
Show, which began setting up 
shop Sunday on the fairgrounds. 

Then Tuesday morning many 
a Virginia Beach resident was 
startled to see the mile-long 
Strates train, full of gaily- 
colored wagons and coaches, 
making its way down the Norfolk 
& Southern tracks paralleling 
Virginia Beach Boulevard to 
their terminus on Norfolk Av- 
enue and Cypress Avenue. 

Supervising the unloading was 
young Jimmy Strates, showman 
extraordinary, who bf ought his 
$5 million show here from 
Roanoke, to play the nine-day 
Greater Tidewater Fair. Not 
all the show came by the 50- 
car train either. Much of the 
larger equipment, including the 
double ferris wheel and ski-lift 
ride, came by truck and arrived 
ahead of the train. 

Twelve of the cars are old 
Pullman cars, including a diner. 



up has continued since that 
time. The fair opens tomorrow 
afternoon and all the rides and 
concessions will be ready. 

The fair began two years ago 
at Hilltop where it was plagued 
by rain and mud the first year. 
Last year, vthile 100,000 patrons 
entered the gates, dust frop 
the dry season and a lack of 
adequate parking were a pro- 
blem. 

This year General Manager 
Steve Rose leased theoldPungo 
Airfield at Princess Anne Road 
and Indian River Roads on a 
long-term basis.

Highway Week and the Freeze 



Anyone who remembers the 
roads in Virginia Beach just 
20 years ago has a lot of re- 
flecting to do during the obser- 
vance this week of Highway 
Week in Virginia. 

The new roads and imprbv- 
ments to existing roads have 
come about at a fantastic pace 
through the efforts of all levels 
of. government. 

In these few short yeairs we 
have seen outstanding highways 
and streets built here that rival 
those In any fast - growing met^ 
ropolis. These roads have been 
extremely important to that 
growth and will continue to play 
ah important role in the future 
industrial, residential and tour- 
ist development of the city. 

Yet to^ often we take these 
mult i -mi 1 1 ion dollar roads folr 
granted although we use them 
constantly and fuss ^everytime 
we hit a bump. We have roads 
in Virginia Beach and across 
most of Virginia to be picjoudi 
of. The fight is not over for 
a complete network, but things 
are better .than even on our 
roads. 

Only one long shadow Is cast 
on this constant building and 
improvement program. The fed- 
eral government has held up 
funds earmarked for a number 
of projects including the badly- 
n^eded four - laning of Shore 
Drive from Fort Story to At- 
lantic Avenue. Apparently this 



is only a short delay, i^ut any 
delay at all points out the trem- 
endous need for continued eff- 
orts. 

We hope the funds will be 
forthcoming after Jan. 1 and 
that the project will not be 
scrapped Indefinitely. And we 
urge reconsideration of the fund 
freeze, especially while we con- 
tinue to observe l^ighway Week, 
and a freeze on something of 
less significance. 

The Gun Law 

Such as it is, the Senate 
has passed a gun control law. 
About all it really does is ex- 
tend controls on interstate sales 
by mail of rifles and ammuni- 
tion. Hand gun controls had al- 
ready been passed in the crime 

Jcontrol bill. 

The new bill does not go far 
enough for us. While we are 
not totaly in favor of strict 
registrq^ion and licensing of 
all types of guns, we do favor 

' tighter controls than are now 
on the law books. It is still 
too easy for anyone to purchase 
a gun for any purpose. 

Even registration will not 
stop illegal saies, so that would 
only be a partial answer any- 
way. And we suppose we must 
merely take heart in the passage 
of this attempt to satisfy every- 
body with the recent bill pass- 
age.

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strange and wondrous thjngs. Witness the 
demand of the Communist Worker for a 
cutback In U. S. Civilian Marksmanship Train- 
ing, a program bepn by the NRA in 1871 
and supported by Act of Congress for the past 
65 years. In the miost of a mortal war in 
Vietnam, The Worker opposes this program. 

Chiding President Johnson on gun control, 
the Communist publication said that if he were 
really Interested in curbiftg guns he would 
"bar the lending of 38,500 U.S. Army 'sur- 
plus' rifles to National Rifle Association 
members" and would stop the "giveaway 
of free ammunition" to NRA shooters. 

(Actually, less than 20% of those training 
under the program arc NHA individual mem- 
bers. Although NRA instructors, ranges and> 
facilities are used, NRA membership is not 
required. Everyone'subject to military service 
is encouraged to participate.) 

Three days after the Communist Worker 
attacked the program, the Secretary of the 
Army notified Congress that "new restrictions 
will be imposed on the distribution and sale 
of rifles and ammunition" and "no ammunition 
will be issu'bd to senior clubs'.' under an 
economy program. 

Purely by conincidence, the official Comm- 
unist Party mouthpiece in the U.S. and the 
Secretary of the Army said approximately 
the same thing at the same time. 

We mention the Communist position here 
because it bears out what sheer logic would 
indicate: Communism, engaged in a shooting 
war against young Americans in Vietnam, 
naturally does not want young Americans in 
the U.S. to be taught to shoot. 

The Communists in -this country are, of 
course, only a tiny fraction of the multitude 
who profess a wish to separate Americans 
from their firearms. Most of those who would 
repress private ownership of gunsiare nSn- 
Communist or anti-Communist. The tie, that 
binds these good people into an untidy package 
with the Communists is their aversion to guns. 
Some carry this aversion extremely far. With 
casual disregard of constitutional rights in- 
cluding property rights, they urge confiscation 
of all pftvate firearms. 

High on this list is th^ paciiist Fellowship 
of Reconciliation, which has flatly called for 
the seizure and destruction of all personally- 
owned guns in the U. S. This organization, 
which also aids draft "vaders, lists as its 
national chairman the Hev. Robert Moon, of 
Sacramento, Calif., who has been identified 



with Communist causes going back to 1946. 
Other names familiar in such connections 
keep bobbing up on the rosters of "civic 
leaders" who favorVepressive gun legislation. 
Among the directors of the Citizens Union 
of the City of New York, which advocates 
statewide registration of rifles and shotguns, 
a move that the New York Assembly over- 
whelmingly rejected this year, is Judge Dorothy 
Kenyon, once named as a member of 28 
Communist-front organizations. The New York 
Emergency Committee for Gun Control, formed, 
July 18 with former U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice and U.N. Representative Arthur J. 
Goldberg as chairman, includes Bayard Rustin, 
another public fipre identified with Communist 
causes. 

• Such people as the Rev. Moon, Judge Kenyon 
and Rustin are by no means typical of many 
good Americans who advocate gun controls, 
of eourse. 

That there is diversity of opinion in the 
anti-gun ranks is unmistakable. U.S. Sens. 
Thomas J. Dodd (Conn.) and Joseph D.Tydings 
(Md.) have denied that their registration and 
licensing bills contemplate confiscation. The 
American Civil Liberties Union, which favors 
registration, made the point this summer that 
anti-gun legislation can go too far. ACLU 
Director Lawrence Speiser, of Washington, 
testified that gun laws, wherever passed, should 
be explicit "in order to avoid the possibility 
of abuse of discretion," a point often made 
by the NRA. Speiser also termed the New 
Jersey law an invitation to officials "to 
arbitrarily pick and choose among applicants," 
and objected that penalties as high as $10,000 
and 2 years, as proposed under the Tydings 
Bill (S. 3634) for failure to register or get 
a license, are "unduly harsh and unrealistic." 
To this much of the ACLU position, xe can 
say "Amen!" 

Yet the overall picture presented by the 
array of supporters of registration, licensing 
and maybe something more is an odd one, 
to say the least Consider just this aspect: 

For reasons of "economy," the President 
and his Secretary of the Army are slashing 
the Civiliam Marksmanship Training Program 
in the midst of a shooting War. 

Some of the people most eager to snatch 
forearms out of the hands: of American citizens, 
however, are also in the vanguard of those 
who wou*d end the Vietnam war willy-nilly, 
without reftrd to where it leaves our alli^ 
or our nwn national defense.

Herman Wwik, author of "Ex- 
I odus" and "Majorie Morning- 
I star", has a lot of p^ peeves, 
apparently, and what little com- 
edy emerges in this work comes 
from his attacking each of them 
in turn. One gets the idea he 
dislikes theatrepeople, sissies, 
obstetricians (notably Dr. 
Spock), hippies and even ac- 
countants. All suffer at Wouk's 
hand in this collection of one- 
liners that fails to provide one 
honest belly-laugh in the entire 
first act. 

The thin plot revolves around 
a young couple, married four 
months and expecting a child 
in three, and the trials and 
tribulations of their already 
shaky marriage. Problems a- 
rise when the young husband's 
obviously homosexual musical 
comedy collaborator drags him 
away to Venice to finish the 
music to a new play while 
the mother-to-be's mother, 
oldfashioned and full of one- 
line comedy, looks after his 
wife. sThe young composer has 
become an instant success with 
the score of his first musical 
and is living beyond his means, 
as evidenced by the appearance 
of his accountant who breaks 
the bad income tax news to 
him. 

He goes to Venice to help 
this mess and at the end Wouk 
drags in a group of terribly 
arty theatre folk to show that 
the whole new play is a flop 
anyway. Into this less than bevy 
of excitement Wouk drags a

The Committee's legal coun- 
sel, John A. Field III, contacted 
the advertising agency handling 
the billboard and was given 
confirmation of the situation 
As a result the Committee voted 
not to use another billboard, 
because no other board was 
available that was comparable 
to the original one agreed upon. 
The advertising agency made a 
full repayment of the contract 
price.

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Decoupage Has A not her Side 



Several months ago we printed 
a story atnut cutting prints from 
paper for decoupage pictured. 
Here is anoQier side to the art, 
that of using fabric, not only to 
make pictures but to decorate 
furniture. 

If you haven't tried decoupage 
yet, now's the time. It may sound 
like a new kind of dance or a 
fancy dessert, but decoupage is 
just a big word for a simple 
handicraft that has taken the fancy 
of millions of women. 

The word itself (phonetically 
pronounced "day-coo-pahge") is 
from the Frendi and means the 
art of decorating surfaces with 
applied paper cutouts. 

However, there's more to it 
than that. The cutout design and' 
the surface to which it is glued 
must be covered with coats of 
a special varnish. This gives the 
item— which might be a decora*- 
tive box, wall plaque, or piece 
of furniture— a distinctive finish 
that resembles lacquer. 

Several years ago, do-it-your- 
self versions of Uiis age-old 
craft sprang up with the "old 
board" school of art. Materials 
were found by scavenging lumber 
yards for odd pieces of wood, 
suitable "for making into wall pla- 
ques. Magazines and art periodi- 
cals yieldud prints for pasted-on 
designs.

During tHe autumn is an ideaT 
time to fertilize lawns and con- 
trol weeds.These two operations 
are very Important If you want 
vigorous green grass next sum- 
mer. October is probably the 
best time for these joljs, but 
you can start in late September 
if you are eager and finish in 
November if other activities 
interfere with your garden and 
lawn work. 



The we of fertilizer will 
promote a vigorous growth of 
grass which will help c(»trol 
weeds. A dense sod will reduce 
the germination of weed seeds 
and smother the young plants 
when they start to grow. A thick 
lawn will also tend to crowd 
out existing weeds and reduce 
their vigor so they are more 
easily killed with herbicide 
spray.

Lawns should be fertilized 
in the fall and again in the 
spring to avoid the excessive 
flush of growth which may occur 
if all of the fertilizer is applied 
Hi the spring. Also, the autumn 
Lawns need regular applica- apt)lication will help maintain

lost from the soil by leaching

Be It ever so humble or 
ever so grand, mom's home 
continues to be her daughter's 
refuge even after marriage and 
motherhood. That's what a Bri- 
tish survey found when they 
probed the role of dear old 
mother in the life of her dau- 
ghter. ^ 

Six per cent of the married 
women in the sample lived with 
their parents, and one of every 
three of the remainder lived 
within walking distance. With 
another quarter living within 
half an hour's journey of their 
mothers' homes, between half 
and two thirds were within fairly 
easy reach of their parents. 



More than half the married 
women saw their mothers once 
a week or more, aj)d she was 
the female relative with whom 
they were In closest contact. 
Not unsurprisingly, the daugh- 
ters sought out their mothers 
most frequently when they had 
children under a year. 

Mother was the most frequent 
adviser on bringing up the first 
baby. She was also the person 
who looked after the first child 
when the second was born. Mom 
was also, the survey found, the 
person most often consulted 
about child-care, cooking, and 
shopping.

grass is dry. Ev«i better, apply 
Just before a rain or water 
thoroughly to move toe ferti- 
lizer down to the soil. 

Weeds may give you con- 
siderable trouble even though 
you try to crowd them out with 
heavy fertilixatipn. Fall is a 
good time to spray with herbi- 
cides to kill most of your broad- 
leaf weeds. 

Use a mixture of 2,4-D and 
dicamt)a for weeds like chick- 
weed, dandelion, pennycress, 
plantain, wild carrot and yar- 
row. Use as directed on the 
package. You will be surprised 
next summer to see how ef- 
fective these materials are if 
you do a careful and thorough 
job this fall. 

Be very careful when using 
2, 4-D or dicamba that you 
do not allow the spray to reach 
shrubs and flowers. These mat- 



erials may seriously damage 
or kill some of your prlM 
landscape plants.Therefore, use 
them with extreme care. 

One more precaution, 2, 4-D 
is very difficult to wash from 
a sprayer. The equipmeiU you 
use with 2, 4-D should not be 
used for spraying your garden 
Plants next summer. The small 
amount of residue which re- 
mains in the sprayer may ruin 
your prize flowers and vege- 
tables.
